by any facts that were bronght out ~ 
at the inquiry.

However, nothing hap- 
pened as two torpedo boats met us 
about four hundred miles out and es-’ 
corted us to Plymouth, After leaving 
the boat we boarded one of those 
dinky trains and started for our pre;

about forty thousand soldiers station- 
ed. Nothing but soldiers everywhere. 

The surrounding country si very 
pretty and one can easily see that it 
has taken many years to put it in such 
an excellent state of cultivation, civic 
improvements and good roads. As to 
sightseeing our trip so far has not 
been worthy of much note, as when 
travelling under military rules ohe 
does not get an opportunity to look 
about.

Private 
Herbert T. Smith, of the Canadians, 
stating that he had been sent back to 
England and was at the Duchess of ' 
Connaught’s convalescent pened for 
wounded Canadiatis’ at ’ 
vate Smith, it will be recalled, Weak 
part. in the desperate fighting when 
the bravery and resource of the Can- 
Aadian division saved the situation in 
front of Ypres, He unluckily, how- 
ever, inhaled some of the poisonous 
gas which the Germans used on that 
occasion, and had to be treated ina 
base hospital in France. He has been 
under treatment for five or six weeks, 
and is gradually recovering. On Sun- 
day, Mr. and Mrs. Smith visited their 
son at.Taplow, and were gratified to .

Germans. Pressing 
on to Warsaw 


From the shores of tae Gulf.of Riga | 
north to Southern Poland, into which 
they drove the Russians’ from Galicia, 
the Austro-Germans are still surg- 
ing forward, and if Warsaw can be 
denied them it will be almst a miracle. 

This is the concensus-of opinion, 
even among those in England, who 
heretofore have been hopeful that the 
Russians would turn and deliver a 
counter blow, and news of the evacua- 
tion of the Polish capital, followed by 
the entry of the Germanss would 
come as no surprise.

U. S. BUILDS SUBMARINES 
TO CROSS ATLANTIC, 

Simon Lake, the inventor and build- 
er of submarines for the United 
States government, was eratiiied by
